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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 32-38, 40-53, 55 and 57-70 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 32, 49 and 61, the prior art does not teach, alone or in combination, 
the claimed high-voltage rotating electric machine comprising a flexible high voltage stator 
winding including, inter alia, a current carrying conductor and inner and outer semi-conducting 
layers, wherein the current-carrying conductor comprises plural conductive elements, selected 
ones of said plural conductive elements insulated from each other, and at least one of said 
plural conductive elements uninsulated in order to electrically contact the inner layer. 

In particular, the examiner notes that Takaoka is directed towards a transmission line 
cable (c.l, lines 18-29), not to a cable used as a winding in a stator of a rotating electric 
machine. 

The Schuler reference teaches a bar-winding for electrical machines composed of 
twisted, insulated conductors 1 and uninsulated hollow conductors 2 (c.3, lines 55-56; Fig.l). 
However, Schuler's bar-winding is not flexible, since during manufacture a strip of mica-resin 
putty 4 is placed along the bar in a partially-hardened condition (B-condition) and then pressed 
for several minutes at 180 degrees C and then allowed to harden (c.4, lines 28-36). 

Regarding claim 60, the prior art does not teach, alone or in combination, the claimed 
method of manufacturing a magnetic circuit for a rotating electrical machine including a high 
voltage cable and, inter alia, the steps of configuring the cable to be flexible, forming the 
conductor of a plurality of conductive elements, insulating selected ones of said plural 
conductive elements from each other, wherein at least one of said plural conductive elements is 
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uninsulated, and electrically contacting the at least one uninsulated conductive element with the 
inner layer. 

Regarding claim 55, the prior art does not teach, alone or in combination, the claimed 
high-voltage rotating electric machine comprising a flexible high voltage stator winding 
wherein, inter alia, the winding is selectively connectable to a plurality of system voltage 
levels.
